STATEMENT OF THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE’S 
REPUBLIC OF KOREA 


The Government of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 


issued a statement on January 9, 1965, resolutely 


condemning the 


criminal plan of the U.S. imperialists and the Pak Jung Hi clique to 
dispatch South Korean puppet troops again to South Vietnam. 


The statement reads in full: 


The puppet government of South Korea 
made public on January 8 a decision on 
dispatching over 2,000 South Korean pup- 
pet troops again to South Vietnam at the 
dictates of the U.S. imperialists. The troops 
will reportedly be transported to South 
Vietnam before long by U.S. air force 
units stationed in South Korea. 

As the whole world knows, the Pak 
Jung Hi clique sent, prior to this, some 
100 South Korean puppet troops to South 
Vietnam in September, 1964, under the 
name of “medical unit”. 

The fact that the U.S. imperialists decid- 
ed this time again to drag the South Kore- 
an puppet troops into South Vietnam 
shows that they have taken the road of 
directly translating into practice the sin- 
ister schemes to extend the aggressive war 
in South Vietnam to the whole area of 
Asia and let the Asians fight Asians in 
their aggression on Asia. 

This is not only a grave act of aggression 
against the Vietnamese people but also a 
provocative act against the entire Korean 
people and a criminal act menacing peace 
and security in Asia. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea resolutely denoun- 
ces this reckless criminal act of the U.S. 
imperialists and the Pak Jung Hi clique 
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and solemnly states that it will not look 
on with folded arms at this act. 

Suffering one inexorable setback after 
another in. the aggressive war against the 
Vietnamese people, the U.S. imperialists 
have long sought, in their word, to “in- 
ternationalize” the aggressive war and 
draw their “allies” into it. 

But this vicious plan of U.S. imperialism 
has failed to materialize due to the cold 
rebuff of most of its “allies’’. 

Driven into a blind alley, U.S. imperial- 
ism started in real earnest to hurl into its 
aggressive war in South Vietnam the South 
Korean puppet army under its direct com- 
mand and control, the cheapest and easily 
handleable cannon fodder. 

This is another case of intolerable nation- 
al insult from the U.S. imperialists to the 
youth and people of South Korea. 

The Pak Jung Hi bandits, the running 
dogs of U.S. imperialism, are committing 
the most heinous treacherous acts without 
parallel in the history of our nation. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique not only have 
plunged the South Korean people into the 
slough of privation and poverty and are 
trading them off to European and American 
countries under the name of “emigration,” 
but have gone the length of perpetrating 
such pernicious traitorous acts as driving 


the compatriots out as cannon fodder of the 
U.S. imperialist brigands. 

The entire Korean people cannot repress 
surging national indignation at the unsavory 
plots of U.S. imperialism and the Pak Jung 
Hi outfit to drag the South Korean youth 
into the aggressive war in South Vietnam. 

The entire Korean people must unite all 
the more firmly and fight relentlessly in 
order to check and frustrate the scheme of 
U.S. imperialism and the Pak Jung Hi gang 
to dispatch the South Korean puppet army 
to South Vietnam. 

The struggle the South Vietnamese people 
are heroically waging today against the U.S. 
imperialist aggressors and their stooges is a 
righteous struggle for national liberation 
and independence. 


The U.S. imperialists must know that 
never can they quench the flames of the 
struggle of the people for freedom and lib- 
eration which are raging fiercely today in 
Asia no matter how they may: band up Pak 
Jung Hi and their other puppets forsaken 
by the people. 

The U.S. imperialists must stop the agg- 
ressive war in South Vietnam and withdraw 
from there at once. 

The solution of the South Vietnamese 
question must be left to the South Vietna- 
mese people themselves. 

The dispatch of the South Korean puppet 
troops to South Vietnam by the U.S. im- 


perialists and the Pak Jung Hi clique be- 
speaks that they are sinking deeper and 
deeper into the abyss of defeat and death 
in South Vietnam as well as in South Ko- 
rea. 

Today the peace-loving people the world 
over are standing firmly on the side of the 
fighting South Vietnamese people. 

The Korean people have all along ex- 
tended full support to the South Viet- 
namese people in their just, patriotic strug- 
gle against the U.S. imperialist aggressors 
and backed and encouraged in every way 
the struggle of the entire Vietnamese peo- 
ple for the peaceful reunification of Viet- 
nam. 


The Korean people will, as ever, march 
ahead together with the Vietnamese people 
in the struggle against the U.S. imperial- 
ists, the common enemy, and give all their 
support and encouragement needed by the 
entire Vietnamese people in the struggle 
for liberation, independence and reunifica- 
tion. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea warns U.S. imperi- 
alism and the Pak Jung Hi clique that they 
must assume full responsibility for all the 
consequences arising from the dispatch of 
the South Korean puppet troops to South 
Vietnam.

In the talks views were exchanged on 
questions of further consolidating and dev- 
eloping the relations of friendship and co- 
operation between the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the United Arab Re- 
public and on international questions ol 


common interest, and a unanimity of views 
has been reached on all the questions dis- 
cussed. 

Both sides expressed satisfaction that 
the relations of friendship and cooperation 
already established between Korea and the 
United Arab Republic are of late develop- 
ing day by day in conformity with the com- 
mon interests of the two peoples who 
oppose imperialism and colonialism, with 
the interests of solidarity of Asia and Afri- 
ca, and of world peace. 

Both sides reached an agreement on en- 
hancing diplomatic relations between the 
{wo countries to ambassadorial level and 
expanding interchange and cooperation in 
the economic, cultural and all other fields 
in order to further expand and develop the 
relations in the future. 


President Choi Yong Kun congratulated 
the people of the United Arab Republic on 
the great successes achieved under the lea- 
dership of President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
in liquidating colonialism and feudalism, 
doing away with monopoly capital and in 
developing the national economy and na- 
tional culture so as to realise social equ- 
ality, build up powerful national defences 
and to introduce a genuine democratic life. 


President Choi Yong Kun positively sup- 
ported the peace-loving foreign policy of 
the Government of the United Arab Repub- 
lic based on the principle of non-alignment 
and highly appreciated that the Govern- 
ment of the United Arab Republic makes a 
great contribution to the struggle against 
imperialism and colonialism, and for the 
liberation and unity of Africa and for 
world peace. 


President Choi Yong Kun gave support 
to the aspiration of the Arab people and 
their endeavour to achieve unity. 

President Gamal Abdel Nasser expressed

President Gamal Abdel Nasser was deep- 
ly concerned over the continued division of 
Korea and _ expressed full support to the 
position of the Government of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea that the 
question of the reunification of Korea 
should be solved by the Korean people 
themselves peacefully on a democratic 
basis without any interference from out- 
side. 


President Choi Yong Kun expressed his 
profound thanks to President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, and the Government and the peo- 
ple of the United Arab Republic for their 
consistent and active support for the strug- 
gle of the Korean people to achieve peace- 
ful reunification of the country. 


Both sides were unanimous in stressing 
the necessity for the Asian and African peo- 
ples to unite more closely in their common 
cause against imperialism and -colonialism 
which still remain their most heinous ene- 
my. Imperialism and old and new coloni- 
alism are stubbornly manoeuvring in every 
way to restore their old position which they 
lost in Asia and Africa and put new fetters 
of colonialism on the liberated peoples. 


Both sides resolutely condemned the ag- 
gressive manoeuvrings of imperialism to 
infringe upon the rights and interests of 
the Arab States, and threaten their security 
and to keep creating tension in the Middle 
East by using Israel as a tool of aggres- 
sion. 


In this connection, President Choi Yong 
Kun actively supports the just struggle of 
the Palestinian people to return to their 
home and the _ struggle of the people of 
Southern Arabia to repulse the armed in- 
tervention of the imperialists and achieve 
liberation, and expresses’ full solidarity 
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with the just stand of the Government oi 
the United Arab Republic which supports 
their struggle in every way. 

Both sides expressed their full support of 
the resolutions of the second conference of 
non-aligned countries regarding the pro- 
blems of the Indo-china Peninsula aimed 
at restoring peace and stability in this area. 


Both sides consider that all foreign milit- 
ary bases and foreign troops wherever they 
are stationed, against the expressed will of 
the countries concerned, constitute a gross 
violation of the sovereignty of states and 
a threat to freedom and international peace 
and must be abolished and withdrawn 
without delay, as should be eliminated also 
without delay the disgraceful colonial sys- 
tem still remaining in Africa and Asia. 


Both sides express militant solidarity 
with the peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America who are fighting against imperi- 
alism and old and _ new colonialism, to 
achieve national liberation and consolidate 
their independence. 


Both sides extend full support and en- 
couragement to the liberation struggle by 
the peoples of Southern Rhodesia, Angola, 
Mozambique, the so-called Portuguese Gu- 
inea, South West Africa, Swaziland, Basu- 
toland and Bechuanaland. 


Both sides resolutely condemn the sys- 
tem of racial discrimination — still existing 
in various parts of the world and particul- 
arly its most odious manifestation in South 
Africa, apartheid, which constitutes a vio- 
lation of human rights and of the princi- 
ple of the equality of peoples. 


Both sides consider that, for the consoli- 
dation of their independence, the new-born 
independent countries in Asia and Africa 
should, proceeding from the desire to pro- 
mote common prosperity, support each 
other and develop economic cooperation to 
meet each other’s needs on the principle of 
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common equality, mutual benefits and non- 
interference in internal affairs. 

Both sides agreed on the necessity to 
restore the rights of the People’s Republic 
of China and to recognize the representa- 
tives of its Government as the sole legiti- 
mate representatives of China in the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

Both sides welcomed the fact that the 
Second Summit Conference of Arab States 
and the Second Conference of Heads of 
African States have achieved important 
success in the common struggle against 
imperialism and colonialism, and that the 
Second Conference of the Heads of State 
and Government of Non-aligned Countries 
has made an important contribution to 
strengthening the solidarity of the Asian, 
African and Latin American peoples. 


Convinced that the Afro-Asian Conferen- 
ce to be held in Algiers in March 1965, will 
constitute a historical event in opposing 
imperialism, colonialism and _ neo-colonial- 
ism, promoting national liberation, consoli- 
dating the independence and social pro- 
gress of the African and Asian peoples, 
and preserving world peace, both sides ex- 
pressed their resolve to exert joint efforts 
for the success of the Conference. 


Both sides shared the opinion that the 
present international situation is steadily 
changing in favour of the peoples fighting 
for peace, national independence and social 
progress and _ victory of freedom in Asia 
and Africa and the inevitable downfall of 
imperialism. 


Both sides considered that the friendly 
visit of President Choi Yong Kun to the 
United Arab Republic has made a great 
contribution to the further development of 
the fraternal relations of friendship and co- 
operation between the peoples of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea and the

SPEECH 
of President Nasser at Banquet 


My dear guest President Choi Yong Kun, 
Friends, 


Indeed we are overwhelmed with joy as 
we welcome you to the land of the United 
Arab Republic as representative of the peo- 
ple of democratic Korea and its friendly 
government and at the same time a symbol 
of the determination of those great people 
to rebuild their country, overcoming and in 
spite of all elements of hampering and 
division. 

The people of the United Arab Republic 
have followed and still follow with great 
admiration the struggle of the entire Ko- 
rean people for independence and unity and 
their endeavour for social progress with all 
its political, economic and cultural aspects. 

Moreover, the people of the United Arab 
Republic deeply appreciate the will of the 
revolution which the free peoples break out 
against imperialism irrespective of its 
colour and against exploitation no matter 
what form it takes. 

Our people hold in high esteem all the 
heroes on whom the will of their peoples 
is focussed and so they cross the ranks of 
the militants, shoulder the responsibility in 
the decisive historic stages and face all 
sorts of hardships. Yet they come out and 
find that the values and principles for 
which they struggled are stronger and re- 
affirmed. Our people in the United Arab 
Republic will never forget the support and 
solidarity of your government and people 
against the aggressors when we faced the 
1956 tripartite aggression. 

Indeed, dear friend, you shall never find 
a nation like the Arab nation and its peo- 
ples so understanding of the problem of 
partitioned countries and the challenges 
they face. It is an understanding that ema- 
nates from suffering mot only on account 
of the partitioning and its problems but 
because of the injustice and danger that go 
beyond all that. In this Arab land imperi- 
alism did not restrict itself to dividing the 
unity of the Arab world and partitioning 
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it with artificial barriers according to im- 
perialist whims and interests, but imperi- 
alism perpetrated a more horrifying and 
despotic crime.

Arab home in the very heart of the Arab 
land, tore it, destroyed the landmarks of 
its civilisation and forced the Arab people 
of Palestine to live as refugees in tents 
and offered the land to an alien hostile 
racialism to which the way was _ paved

Put by a MEN Correspondent 


President Choi Yong Kun of the Presidium of the Supreme People’s Assembly of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea answered a series of questions put by a MEN cor- 


respondent in Cairo on November 25. 


Following are the questions and answers: 


QUESTION: What are your views on the 
forthcoming Second Afro-Asian Conferen- 
ce? What do you think it will and must 
achieve? 

ANSWER: Ten years separate the Second 
Afro-Asian Conference from the day when 
the First Afro-Asian Conference was held 
in Bandung. 

Fundamental changes have taken place 
in the situation of Asia and Africa during 
the past ten years since the Bandung Con- 
ference. | 

Scores of Asian and African countries 
have won independence, and the flames of 
the liberation struggle are flaring up all 
the more fiercely in the regions which have 
not yet won independence. 

This constitutes a staggering blow to 
the imperialist-colonialist system. 

We consider that the Second Afro-Asian 
Conference will be another event of historic 
importance in further cementing the soli- 
darity of the peoples of these regions in the 
struggle for national liberation, consolida- 
tion of independence and social progress, 
against imperialism and colonialism, old 
and new, and in strengthening world peace. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea is fully ready to 
make every sincere effort to make the con- 
ference successful. 


QUESTION: What are your views on the 
role played by the non-aligned countries 
in the international arena? 


ANSWER: We highly appraise and support 
the peaceful foreign policy pursued by the 
non-aligned countries. 

The important, positive role that the non- 
aligned countries are playing in the inter- 
national arena was also clearly borne out 
by the results of the Second Non-aligned 
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Summit Conference held some time ago in 
Cairo. 

We welcomed this conference correctly 

reflected the aspiration of the Asian, Afri- 
can and Latin American peoples who are 
struggling against imperialism and old 
and new colonialism, and _ contributed to 
strengthening the national-liberation move- 
ment and solidarity of all the peoples 
standing on the common front of the anti- 
imperialist and anti-colonialist struggle 
and to the consolidation of the cause ol 
peace. 
QUESTION: What will be, in your opinion, 
possible impacts that the change in the 
Soviet leadership will have on the Asian 
Communist Parties? 


ANSWER: The change 
dership is an internal affair 
Union. 

The Communist and Workers’ Parties of 
all countries work with complete indepen- 
dence in conformity with the situation in 
their own countries on the principles of 
Marxism-Leninism and on_ the basis of 
their own convictions. 

QUESTION: What influence China's nu- 
clear test would exert on the unsettled 
situation of Asia? 

And what do you think of the proposal 

of China for convening a conference of 
nuclear powers including China to discuss 
prohibition of the development of nuclear 
weapons and destruction of atomic wea- 
pons? 
ANSWER: I consider that the first success- 
ful nuclear test in China is not only a 
ereat victory of the Chinese people but a 
common victory of the Asian and African 
peoples and a victory of the socialist camp 
and the world peace-loving peoples. 

It is an inspiration to all the revolution-

ary people who are fighting for freedom 
and liberation, and it is a blow to the nu- 
clear blackmail policy and aggressive policy 
of U.S. imperialism. 


Hereafter, the situation will develop 
more and more favourable to the peoples 
fighting for peace, national independence 


and social progress but unfavourable to 
the aggressive forces of imperialism. 

We fully support the proposal of the 
Government of the People’s Republic of 
China for convening a world summit con- 
ference to discuss the question of complete 
prohibition and thorough destruction of 
nuclear weapons. 


QUESTION: What are your views on the 
role to be played by the United Nations 
and the Asian-African group for the re- 
union of the Korean people? 

And how do you think Korea’s reunifica- 

tion should be achieved? 
ANSWER: The question of Korea’s unifica- 
tion is an urgent question which shouid be 
settled at an early date both from the point 
of our nation and from that of internation- 
al relations. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea has consistently 
made, and is making, all sincere efforts 
for the peaceful solution of the question of 
Korea’s unification. 

The question of Korea’s unification 
Should, above all, be solved by the Kore- 
an people themselves on a democratic basis 
in a peaceful way free from outside inter- 
ference after the withdrawal of all foreign 
troops {rom South Korea. 


As such a step, we have proposed to the 
South Korean authorities to hold free ge- 
neral elections throughout North and 
South Korea after the withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from South Korea and estab- 
lish an all-Korea united government repre- 
senting all segments of the population. 

Now we are fully ready to hold at any 
time such a free general election through- 
out North and South Korea. 

However, the South Korean authorities 
under the sway of the United States are 
afraid of such a free general election and 
are against it. 

Today, the population of South Korea is 
considerably larger than that of North Ko- 
rea. However, the South Korean authorities 


do not want to hold a free general election, 
because they know that they are isolated 
from the people because of their anti-po- 
pular, country-selling policy. 

The United States and the South Kore- 
an authorities are insisting on the so-call- 
ed “U.N.-supervised election.” 

The “U.N.-supervised election”, as we 
have seen repeatedly in South Korea, is 
nothing but a scheme to fabricate by gov- 
ernment authority the election returns by 
means of fraudulence and perfidy and to 
justify them in the name of the United Na- 
tions while the U.S. troops keep remaining 
in South Korea in order to suppress the 
free will of the people. 

Because the South Korean authorities 
insist on such an unjust and fraudulent 
election, the question of Korea’s unification 
still remains unsolved. 

Therefore, we proposed to the South Ko- 
rean authorities that, if they cannot agree 
to the free general election throughout 
North and South Korea now, intermediate 
measures should be taken even before uni- 
fication to solve a series of urgent national 
questions and realize unification gradually 
through North-South contacts. 

That is, we proposed to enforce a Con- 
federation of the North and South by 
means of setting up a Supreme National 
Committee composed of representatives of 
North and South Korea, while leaving the 
present social systems in North and South 
Korea as they are. 

We time and again proposed cultural in- 
tercourse and travel between the North and 
South, if the South Korean authorities are 
not yet prepared to accept even the enfor- 
cement of the Confederation. 

We also made proposals to conclude a 
peace agreement under which North and 
South Korea will pledge to refrain from 
using force against each other and reduce 
the armed forces of North and South Ko- 
rea to 100,000 or less respectively. And, if 
all this is not agreeable to them, corres- 
pondence, to start with, should be realized 
between parents and children, wives and 
husbands, relatives and _ friends, who are 
separated into the North and South, not 
knowing if they are dead or alive. 

Our Government proposed to the South 
Korean authorities to hand over to us the 
unemployed, there are millions of them in 
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South Korea, and the orphans whose num- 
ber reaches hundreds of thousands, who 
are in rags and are on the verge of starva- 
tion owing to the colonial predatory policy 
of U.S. imperialism. And we are ready to 
provide them with a_ living. And we pro- 
posed time and again to send a great 
quantity of relief goods to the South Ko- 
rean people. 

However, all our sincere proposals have 
not been realized..And the people cf the 
North and South have been suffering such 
misfortune—for twenty years they could 
not even write to each other, let alone visit- 
ing each other. 

The question is this. The United States 
occupying South Korea is dead set aga- 
inst any proposals conducive to the peace- 
ful unification of the country, while steppiny 
up their policy for turning South Korea in- 
to a colony and military base. As is known 
to all, the Korean people are a homogene- 
ous nation—a nation that led a harmoni- 
ous life on one and the same territory for 
thousands of years. 

Would any South Korean, who is of the 
same blood with us, object to our just and 
reasonable proposals to unify the country 
peacefully through North-South _ travel, 
contact and negotiations? 

Recently the voice is getting ever louder 
among the broad sections of the South Ko- 
rean people. They demand that the relief 
goods offered by North must be received, 
and if the country cannot be unified at on- 
ce, measures be taken at least to make the 
parents and children, husbands and wives, 
separated in the North and South meet 
each other. 


However, at the bidding of U.S. imperi- 
alism the South Korean authorities are 
again cruelly repressing the South Korean 
people who are earnestly desirous of the 
country’s unification. 


We can see how much the South Korean 
authorities are against the country’s peace- 
ful unification through the fact that they 
are savagely repressing any one who even 
breathes a word about peaceful unification. 

For instance, some time ago the South 
Korean authorities arrested a journalist 
and put him in jail on the charge of “high 
treason” for he wrote about North-South 
contacts and the country’s peaceful unifi- 
cation. Then the magazine was suspended. 
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And in South Korea this is a daily routine. 

In 1957 a leader of a political party who 
ran for the office of president was execut- 
ed, because the country’s peaceful unifica- 
tion was his campaign slogan. 

In 1961, too, several famous newspaper- 
men and politicians were sentenced to death 
and hundreds of political and social figures 
were imprisoned on the ground that they 
had maintained peaceful unification. 

Under these circumstances, it is impos- 
sible for the country to attain its peaceful 
unification. 

In order to unify the country a start 
miust be made: before all others, the people 
of North and South Korea must meet. But 
the United States is dead set against even 
this. In this condition how can we find out 
a clue for unification? 

Had not the U.S. army been in South 
Korea, nothing could hinder the North and 
South Korean people from seeing each 
other and leading a harmonious life. 

Accordingly, the start for settling the 
question of Korea’s unification must be 
made with the withdrawal of the U.S. army 
from South Korea. Thus the obstacle to 
unification should be removed, and the door 
be flung open for contacts and negotiations 
between North and South Korea. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea will do its utmost 
for the peaceful unification of Korea. 


Now a word about the question of Ko- 
reas unification and the United Nations. 
The U.N. has no ground for taking up the 
Korean question. 

Of course, we have always cherished and 
are cherishing the U.N. Charter and its 
principles. 

However, the discussing of the Korean 
question in the U.N. is itself a violation of 
the Charter when considered in the light 
of the U.N. Charter, Article 107 and para- 
graph 7 of Article 2 in particular. 

This notwithstanding, the United States, 
in order to justify their aggressive acts 
against Korea in the name of the United 
Nations, has presented illegally every year, 
since the 2nd U.N. General Assembly, the 
Korean question. 

Despite the objection from the socialist 
countries and numerous Asian and African 
countries the U.S. imperialists prevented 
representatives of the D.P.R.K., a party 


concerned, from taking part in the U.N. de- 
liberations and forced the U.N. to pass a 
series of unilateral resolutions worked out 
at their own will. 

And, though the Korean question has 
been discussed in the U.N. over the past 16 
years, nothing has come from it. Only, it 
has hindered the solution of the Korean 
question and made the situation more com- 
plicated. 

This has been detrimental to the prestice 
of the U.N. to a great extent. 

We regard the time has come for the 
U.N. to stop such an illegal act of taking 
up the Korean question. 

The United Nations must take measures 
io abrogate all its illegal resolutions on 
Korea adopted in violation of the U.N. 
Charter under U.S. pressure, to make the 
U.S. and other countries withdraw _ their 
troops that they sent to South Korea in 
the name of U.N. forces, and to immedia- 
tely dissolve the U.N. Commission for the 
Unification and Rehabilitation of Korea 
which plays the role of U.S. aggressive 
tool under the signboard of the U.N. 

In this way, the Korean question must 
be left to the Korean people to settle it. 

We firmly believe that if the Asian-Afri- 
can group in the U.N. takes an initiative 
in this respect and launch a powerful move- 
ment for making the United Nations take 
such measures, they will contribute to re- 
covering the damaged prestige of the U.N. 
and settling the question of the peaceful 
unification of Korea. 


We sincerely hope that on all occasions 
in the international arena the Asian and 
African countries will render their support 
and co-operation to the righteous cause of 
the Korean people for making all foreign 
troops withdraw from South Korea and for 
solving the question of the peaceful unifi- 
cation of Korea. 


QUESTION: What’s your opinion about the 
ideological differences between China and 
the Soviet Union? 


ANSWER: Just as in a family brothers 
sometimes come to high words, so in the 
socialist camp questions may arise on 
which opinions vary. 

However, this is a passing phenomenon, 
and cannot be an impediment to the unity 
in the common struggle against imperial- 


ism and colonialism and for peace, nation- 
al independence and the victory of social-- 
ism. 

Any attempt of the imperialists to drive 
a wedge between China and the Soviet U- 
nion and split the socialist camp will even- 
tually come to grief. 


QUESTION: What measures, in your op- 
inion, should be taken to ease tension im 
Southeast Asia? 


ANSWER: The present dangerous situation 
created in Southeast Asia, particularly in 
the. Indochinese peninsula, is entirely due 
to the aggression and interference on the 
part of the U.S. imperialists. 

We, therefore, regard that in order to 
lessen the tension and restore peace and 
security in these areas, steps should be 
taken, first of all, for stopping the act of 
aggression and interference on the part of 
U.S. imperialism, the root cause of all 
troubles, and for making it withdraw its 
all military personnel and military bases 
from these areas. 

The United States and its followers must 
strictly abide by the Geneva agreements 
that they themselves signed in 1954 and 
1962. 

And the just demand of the countries 
concerned for an international conference 
of the signatories to the Geneva agree- 
ments must be realized as early as possi- 
ble. 


QUESTION: What are your impressions 
during your visit to the United Arab Repu- 
blic? What measures have you in your 
mind to promote in all fields co-operation 
between the United Arab Republic and Ko- 
rea? 

ANSWER: The current visit to the United 
Arab Republic left us with unforgettable 
impressions. And it has been a great ins- 
piration to us. 

During our stay we received wholeheart- 
ed reception and welcome from the leaders 
of the Government of the United Arab Re- 
public and its people. 

This is an eloquent expression of the 
feelings of solid, fraternal friendship of the 
people of the UAR towards the Korean 
people. 

We saw the great historical remains of 
the Egyptian people who made a brilliant 
contribution to the development of the an- 
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cient human civilization. We saw with our 
own eyes new achievements the people of 
the UAR have today scored under the lea- 
dership of President Nasser in building a 
rich and powerful, sovereign and indepen- 
dent country. 

We also reached a complete unanimity 
of views on all questions discussed during 
the friendly talks with President Nasser. 

Now we have a deeper understanding of 
the life and desire of the people of the 
UAR, and friendship and unity have been 
strengthened between us on the common 
front of struggle against imperialism ‘and 
colonialism. 


We feel great satisfaction at the results 
of the present visit to the UAR. 

The relations of friendship and co-opera- 
tion between the peoples of Korea and the 
UAR will see all-round promotion and dev- 
elopment in the future. 


I wish to express our sincere gratitude 
to the leaders of the Government and the 
people of the UAR for the reception they 
accorded us during our stay. 


Upon leaving your country I wish from 
the bottom of my heart the people of the 
UAR riew successes and happiness in their 
future struggle and life.

Both sides renew their condemnation of 
all foreign interference in the internal af- 
fairs of African, Asian and Latin Ameri- 
can countries and they will strive for the 
liquidation of foreign bases, source of ag- 
gression and oppression. 


Both sides consider that the Second Non- 
aligned Summit Conference held recently 
in Cairo made an important contribution 
to peace and to the strengthening of the 
solidarity of the Asian, African and Latin 
American peoples against imperialism and 
colonialism of all hues.

Mr. President, 

Dear friends, 

Algeria-has the honour of receiving today 
the delegates of the friendly people of Ko- 
rea. Algeria rejoices over this meeting of 
the two peoples of different continents, who 
are united with each other by the common 
concern and similar aspiration. Our peo- 
ples are members of the same big family 
of Asia and Africa. 

Greeting you in this land of Africa, in 
this country where all that concerns’ the 
struggle of human beings for their liberty 
and dignity meets with response, we salute 
the brotherly people of Korea, their Party 
and their Government and we assure them 
of our sympathy and our friendship. 

The history of the Algerian people is one 
of protracted struggle, persevering, often 
disappointing but constantly renewed, a- 
gainst foreign domination. 


Our people have found their sole weapon 
against oppression in the confidence of 
their destiny and in their century-old love 
of liberty. The will to restore their indepen- 
dence and to refuse all enslavement has 
won victory against all the subversive 
enterprises. This will which has become 
ever more powerful and ever more ardent 
has been transmitted from generation to 
generation until the final victory enabled 
ihe sovereign Algerian state to reappear in 
the community of free nations. 

This history is comparable to the history 
of the great people of Korea, heir to one of 
the oldest civilizations of the world, and is 
proudly connected with the wealth of 
humanity and morality drawn from the fine 
spring of millennial tradition. 


Our people know and admire the heroic 
struggle Korea is waging to liberate her- 
self from occupation and restore her inde- 
pendence.

Yet the Korean people continue to 
suffer from mutilation that revolts the con- 
science of all the peace-loving people. 

Ours is a century of the liberation of the 
peoples and the ultimate ruin of colonial- 
ism and imperialism on _ all continents. 
Everywhere, the vast aspiration for freedom 
has broken the chains of colonial slavery. 
Everywhere, the people demand the right to 
attend to their business by themselves and 
choose their destiny freely. 

The present division of the great Korean 
people is an intolerable encroachment upon 
the most natural right of the people to uni- 
fication and freedom. 

The Algerian people extend moral support 
to the struggle of the Korean people for 
complete liberation, part of the struggle for 
world peace. The sacred cause of the Kore- 
an people will triumph, because it is just 
and the will of man is superior to the in- 
trigues of man. 


Mr. President, 


Dear friends, 

It is often said that the cause of freedom 
is one and indivisible and there can be no 
freedom as long as there is a people who 
are living in privation. The African conti- 
nent which is undergoing today the great- 
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est revolution in its history, is now subject- 
ed to an aggression the gravity of which 
cannot be overestimated. 

Imperialism again dealt a blow to the 
very heart of Africa, dealt a blow to a peo- 
ole who has been suffering most terrible 
tragedy for more than four years. The Con- 
golese people have won independence only 
to find themselves exposed to the most 
heinous manoeuvrings. The split and op- 
pressed, barehanded Congolese people are 
still left to the inhuman intrigues of the 
imperialists and sanguinary conquerors who 
make no scruple to massacre the whole po- 
pulation to preserve their sordid interests 
and maintain their domination. Every ma- 
chination is being perpetrated to crush 
sanguinarily the resistance of the Congo- 
lese. Belgian paratroopers and American 
bombers have joined the Tshombe merce- 
naries. 


The old colonialist power has easily re- 
gained a vocation in exterminating a peo- 
ple who had long been exploited. It record- 
ed a new chapter of misfortunes and tears 
in the history of the Congo. The imperial- 
ists cannot reconcile themselves with the 
determination of the Africans to unite and 
assist each other for freeing themselves 
from all sorts of foreign oppression. 

The imperialists found it-necessary to 
deal an instant blow, a powerful blow to 
break forever the revolutionary upsurge 
rousing the African people. It was easy to 
do so at a time when these peoples were 
still rebuilding their countries on the debris 
caused by the protracted colonial rule, and 
when the peoples were working with all 
their energy and might to come out of the 
long night into which the century-old rule 
of the colonialists drove them. Every pre- 
text is used to justify the ugly practice.

The aggression committed against the 
Congo is an attack against the whole Afri- 
ca and an attack against all countries of 
our continent. The Africans will resist 
this challenge to their dignity. In face of 
the constant danger posed to them by the 
intervention of the imperialists, they would 
know to strengthen their solidarity and re- 
affirm their will to continue the struggle. 
which they are waging, until the victory of 
the cause of the freedom and unity of Afri- 
ca. They are convinced that in this struggle 
they will enjoy the support of all the peace- 
loving peoples and all who have confiden- 
ce in the friendship among the nations. of 
the world.

President Choi Yong Kun Answers Questions 
Put by an Algerian Correspondent 


Prior to his departure from Algeria, President Choi Yong Kun of the Presidium of 
the Supreme People’s Assembly answered the questions put by a correspondent of the 


‘Algiers Ce Soir’’. 


The questions and answers are as follows: 


QUESTION: What is your general impression 
received while in Algeria? 

ANSWER: I have received deep impressions 
— Algeria is a country making revolution, it is 
a fighting country. The Algerian people have the 
shining revolutionary traditions of having repuls- 
ed the aggressors by their heroic armed struggle 
and won freedom and independence. We have 
seen with pleasure that the Algerian people under 
the guidance of the National Liberation Front 
Party and President Ben Bella are devotedly 
striving to build a prospering country and march- 
ing ahead towards socialism, while taking over 
and developing the revolutionary traditions. 

The Algerian people are resolutely fighting a- 
gainst imperialism and colonialism and for the 
liberation of the people and world peace. We are 
filled with admiration at the high revolutionary 
spirit and militant mode of life of the Algerian 
people. We firmly believe that the Algerian peo- 
ple, who are led by their distinguished leader 
and are rallied around him, will achieve greater 
victories in all domains. 

QUESTION: Would you tell me to what extent 
relations between Africa and Asia, particularly 
between Algeria and Korea, can contribute to 
strengthening world peace? 

ANSWER: The Korean people and the Alge- 
rian people are intimate brothers and comrades- 
in-arms who are fighting the common enemy. The 
peoples of the two countries deeply understand 
and sympathize with each other, because’ they 
were once equally condemned to maltreatment 
and oppression. Moreover, because the peoples 
of the two countries face the common enemy 
and have common ideals, they agree with each 
other in their fundamental interests, and deeply 
trust, support and encourage each other. 

Through this visit, I have felt all the more 
firmly that the friendship and _ solidarity be- 
tween the peoples of the two countries remain 
unshakable and no force can destroy them. 


The friendship and solidarity between the Ko- 
rean people and the Algerian people are part 
of the great solidarity of the Asian and African 
peoples fighting against imperialism and coloni- 
alism. 

The solidarity between the Asian and African 
peoples constitutes a powerful factor in smashing 
the aggressive and war machinations of imperial- 
ism and safeguarding the world peace. 

To strengthen the friendship and solidarity be- 
tween our two countries not only accords with 
the interests of the peoples of the two countries 
but also helps towards the common cause of the 
Asian and African peoples against imperialism 
and colonialism and is greatly conducive to world 
peace. 

The Korean people will march shoulder to 
shoulder with the Algerian people in the strug- 
gle for peace, democracy, national independence 
and social progress and will always remain their 
close comrades-in-arms. 

QUESTION: Would you tell me about the 
stand of Korea on the “‘ideological’’ differences 
between the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union and the Chinese Communist Party? 

ANSWER: Figuratively speaking, it is some- 
thing like a passing argument between brothers 
in a family. 

In the socialist camp questions may arise on 
which opinions differ momentarily. But this 
cannot be an impediment to the unity of the so- 
cialist countries on the fundamental question of 
fighting against imperialism and colonialism and 
for peace, national independence and the victory 
of socialism. 

We are always adhering to the firm-position 
te consolidate the unity of the socialist camp and 
the solidarity of the international communist mo- 
vement for the common interests of the progres- 
sive people of the world. 

QUESTION: What are your views on the pro- 
blem of Korea's unification? 
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ANSWER: The question of Korea’s unification 
is an urgent problem that must be solved at the 
earliest date both from the national and __inter- 
national standpoint. Today, the voice demanding 
the peaceful unification of the country is getting 
louder among the Korean people. From time 
immemorial the Korean nation has been a homo- 
geneous nation that lived harmoniously on one 
and the same territory. But for nearly 20 years 
Korea has been artificially divided owing to the 
occupation of South Korea by the U.S. army 
after World War II. And the Korean people 
have suffered much. Parents and children, hus- 
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bands and wives, relatives and friends have been 
separated in the North and South and they can- 
not visit each other and make contact. They can- 
not even write to each other. 

The Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea has made every sincere effort 
to solve the question of unifying the divided 
country through peaceful means. After the Ko- 
rean Armistice, too, we proposed at every oppor- 
tunity North-South contacts and _ negotiations. 
We proposed to hold a free general _ election 
throughout Korea without any outside interferen- 
ce after the withdrawal of all foreign troops

During their stay in Algeria President Choi 
Yong Kun and his party received cordial hos- 
pitality from President Ben Bella and other 
leaders of the National Liberation Front Party 
and Government of Algeria, and an enthusias- 
tic welcome from the Algerian people. 

On November 26 President Ben Bella arrang- 
ed a grand banquet at the presidential palace 
in honour of President Choi Yong Kun’s friend- 
ship visit to the Algerian Democratic and Peo- 
ple’s Republic. 

On November 27 the City Council of Algiers 
awarded the title of honorary citizen of Algiers 
to President Choi Yong Kun. 

President Choi Yong Kun and his party 
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planted trees in Arbatach on November 29, the 
“Tree Planting Day” of this country.

At the rally President Choi Yong Kun and 
President Ben Bella exchanged speeches. 

During their stay in Algeria President Choi 
Yong Kun and his party attended a perfor- 
mance of artists of the Algerian National 
Theatre, and inspected factories, autonomous 
farms, and educational and cultural establish- :

Talks were held between President Choi 
Yong Kun and President Ben Bella during the 
stay in Algeria of the Korean delegation.

In the talks both parties exchanged views on 
the questions of further promoting friendly re- 
lations between the two countries and _ inter- 
national issues of common concern, and reach- 
ed agreement on major questions discussed.

from South Korea and establish a North-South 
united government. But the South Korean autho- 
rities rejected our proposals. So, we presented a 


number of intermediary measures for solving 
even before unification a series of the urgent 
national problems and realising the unification 


gradually. 

That is, we proposed to enforce a North-South 
Confederation. And supposing the South Korea 
authorities cannot accept even this proposal, we 
suggested economic and _ cultural intercourse, 
travel and postal service between North and 
South. Then we proposed to conclude a North- 
South peace agreement under which both parties 
pledge that they would not use force against 
each other and reduce the armed forces of North 
and South Korea to 100,000 or less respectively. 

Our Government proposed to receive millions 
of the South Korean unemployed and. hundreds 
of thousands of orphans, hungry and _ill-clad 
owing to the U.S. colonial, predatory policy in 
South Korea, and to ensure them a stabilized 
life. Our Government proposed time and again 
to deliver relief goods to the South Korean peo- 
ple. However, the South Korean authorities under 
the sway of the United States have turned down 
all these reasonable proposals of our Govern- 
ment. They are running wild in stifling the aspi- 
ration after unification whenever it is manifested, 
ruthlessly persecuting any South Korean who 
mentions even the word ‘‘peaceful unification of 
the country.” 

The voice for the peaceful unification of the 
country and North-South visits is getting louder 
among the South Korean people lately. But the 
South Korean authorities are again harshly re- 
pressing this demand. The United States which 
has occupied South Korea is dead set against the 
unification of Korea and is hampering in every 
way North-South contact, because it is afraid 
that, if Korea’s peaceful unification is realised, 


its colonial military base policy in South Korea 
would come to an end. U.S. occupation of South 
Korea—this is the main obstacle in the way of 
peaceful unification of Korea today. Therefore, 
to settle the question of Korea’s unification, we 
should start with making the U.S. army with- 
draw from South Korea. 

It is our firm belief that, once the U.S. army 
is made to go from South Korea, the peaceful 
unification of Korea will be realised speedily 
through contact and negotiation between the peo- 
ple of North and South. 

QUESTION: If the war in South Vietnam is 
extended to North Vietnam, would it threaten 
Korea? 

ANSWER: The U.S. imperialists are trying all 
the more desperately to extend the war to North 
Vietnam as their bestial colonial war in South 
Vietnam is doomed to irretrievable failure before 
the heroic resistance of the South Vietnamese 
people. We consider that such war _ expansion 
policy of U.S. imperialism menaces not only the 
Korean people but also all the socialist countries, 
Asian and African countries, and the peace-lov- 
ing people the world over. 

The Korean people will never tolerate’ the 
U.S. imperialists’ scheme of war provocation -a- 
gainst the Vietnam Democratic Republic, their 
brother country. They will extend unfailing, full 
support and encouragement to the Vietnamese 
people in their just struggle against aggression. 

Today, U.S. imperialism is pursuing the poll- 
cy of aggression and war not only in Vietnam 
but also in the Congo and Cuba—everywhere in 
Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 

To thwart and smash the U.S. policy of war 
and aggression, we consider, all the peace-loving 
people the world over should be united all the 
more firmly and wage a more extensive struggle 
for national liberation and for the defence. of 
peace.

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SPEECH OF PRESIDENT CHOI YONG KUN 
AT A MASS RALLY IN PHNOM PENH 


His Royal Highness the Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, 

Dear citizens of Phnom Penh, 

It is our great joy to have such a stirring 
meeting with you in beautiful Phnom Penh 
of Cambodia. Now our visiting party is 
moved by the warm hospitality accorded us 
by the Government of your country and 
the Cambodian people. 

I should like to express thanks to you 
for such grand welcome to us and convey 
the ‘warm fraternal greetings of the Ko- 
rean people to you and the entire Cambo- 
dian people. 

Dear brothers and friends, 

We have been told much about the be- 
autiful nature of Cambodia, the brilliant 
cultural tradition of the Cambodian people 
and about the courageous struggle of the 
people of this country against imperialism. 
Through our current visit to your country, 
however, we keenly realised that Cambodia 
is a far more splendid and beautiful country 
than we heard of. 

The city of Phnom Penh where the natu- 
re, streets and people are all beautifui, con- 
centrically shows the orderly, clean and 
cosy life of the Cambodian people and the 
gigantic historical monuments towering all 
over Siemreap eloquently speak of the 
glorious past of the people of this country. 
~ Angkor Vat is not only the pride of the 
Cambodian people but also the pride of the 
entire Eastern people and a priceless asset 
of the world people. 

It is by no means accidental that His 
Royal Highness the Prince Sihanouk led 
the independence movement of Cambodia 
in the area centered around Siemreap, 
proud historical city of the country, and 
won a brilliant victory at last. 

Cambodia with a brilliant past is now 
energetically marching ahead toward a 
bright future. Under the leadership of His 
Royal Highness the Prince Sihanouk, Head 
of State, the Cambodian people have made 
tremendous achievements in all political, 
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economic and cultural fields in ten years 
or so following the liberation. 


In the period from 1954 to 1964 grain 
output in Cambodia rose from 1,829,000 
tons to 2,963,900 tons, rubber from 27,800 
tons to 44,500 tons and cotton from 5,200 
tons to 16,000 tons, and phenomenal devel- 
opment has been made also in animal 
husbandry and in the production of fruits. 
In this period the Cambodian people have 
built thousands of medium- and small- 
sized industrial enterprises and are now 
producing varied goods of high quality. 

Signal progress has been made also in 
the spheres of education and culture. Be- 
fore liberation there was not a university in 
Cambodia. But today a large army of able 
specialists are being brought up in five 
higher educational institutions and general 
and technical education is developing on an 
extensive scale. 

In the past ten years the number of stu- 
dents has doubled and the entire people 
are learning how to read and write through 
the mass movement for the elimination of 
illiteracy. 

The success the Cambodian people have 
won since liberation affords us immense 
joy and inspiration. 

But the imperialists have a spite against 
Cambodia taking the road of independence 
and they do not like to see the Cambodian 
people scoring successes in the construc- 
{ion of a new motherland. Imperialists ma- 
ligned that Cambodia cannot exist for long 
as an independent state and, above all, she 
cannot get along without the “aid” of the 
western powers, and have tried all sorts 
of evil designs and machinations to sub- 
jugate Cambodia again. 

But the Cambodian people, not succumb- 
ing to any enemy, have marched ahead 
steadfastly along the road of independence 
and demonstrated the unbreakable might 
and fighting will of the liberated people 
through practice. 


After they rejected the “aid” of the Uni- 
ted States, the Cambodian people have uni- 
ted all the closer politically and are attain- 
ing greater successes in construction. 

We clearly saw that today in Cambodia 
the struggle against imperialism is linked 
with production and the patriotic enthusi- 
asm of the people is surging still higher 
in all fields. 

The U.S. imperialists and their stooges 
are frantic in their-provocative endeavours, 
but the Cambodian people are vigilantly 
defending their motherland without the 
slightest vacillation and are managing 
their life in an orderly way. 


We pay high tribute to the Cambodian 
people’s strong spirit of independence and 
fully support your just line of struggle for 
building an independent national economy 
on your own. The success of the Cambodian 
people in the upbuilding of an independent 
economy is a telling blow to the imperial- 
ists who are trying to impose the yoke of 
neo-colonialism under the mask of “aid”. 

Sometime ago His Royal Highness the 
Prince Sihanouk declared that Cambodia 
will not prostrate before others again even 
if it is wiped off the face of the globe. This 
is the firm, unbending will of the entire 
Cambodian people. No force on earth can 
subdue the people with such fighting will. 
It is not the Cambodian people but the im- 
perialists and their minions menacing Cam- 
bodia, who will be wiped off the face of the 
globe.

With no force can the imperialists block 
the road ahead of the Asian and African 
peoples. 

In face of the united struggle of the peo- 
ples the imperialists will eventually be 
defeated and the complete liberation of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America will cer- 
tainly be achieved.
